All Works of Painting, Sculpture, and Architecture, intended for the 
Annual Exhibition of the Royal Scottish Academy, MUST BE SENT TO 
THE GALLERIES ON THE DAY ANNOUNCED IN THE PUBLIC PAPERS FOR 
THEIR RECEPTION. ; 

All Works from a distance must be consigned to some person in 
Town, in order that they may be unpacked, and sent to the Galleries 
without their Cases. . 

No Member of the Academy can exhibit more than three works, nor any 
Artist not a Member more than three works. é 

All Works must be addressed to the Secretary, and accompanied by a 
note, signed by the Artist, describing them as they are meant to be inserted 
in the Catalogue (no Description or unnecessary Quotations can be 
admitted). This note should be sent to the Academy, ofen, along with 
the Works, and not forwarded separately through the post. The informa- 
tion it contains must also be repeated, along with the addresses of the 
Artists, price of the Works, etc., with great distinctness and accuracy, on 
a Label attached by a string to the top of each Frame, or to each piece of 
Sculpture, and made to hang over in front. Labels are procurable from 
the leading Frame-makers. At the back of each Frame must be written 
the name of the Artist, with a title or description of the picture, and the 
number (if there are more than one) to which it refers in his List. _4 
strict compliance with these Regulations ts necessary. 

No works which have been already publicly exhibited in Edinburgh ;— 
no Copies of any kind (except Paintings in Enamel, and impressions from 
unpublished Medals, in which cases the name of the original Designer must 
be specified), and photographs from buildings, which last must heve been 
designed and executed by the Exhibitor ;—no mere transcripts of the 
objects of Natural History;—and no Drawings without Backgrounds 
(excepting Architectural Designs) can be received. 

Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate gilt frame; or such 
other frame of artistic design as shall be approved of by the Council. Ifa 
Series of Designs from any Story be at any time admitted in the same 
Frame, they must be enumerated as distinct pieces. 

All Frames must be rectangular and rectilinear in outside form. Water- 
Colour Drawings may be framed with either White or Gold Mounts, but 
the Council would recommend that in all cases, when it is possible, Gold 
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Mounts should be used, except in the case of Works in Black and White, 
which may, if preferred, be framed in wood. Architectural Drawings should 
not be in Black or Coloured frames. xcessive breadth in Frame of Oil 
or Water-Colour Paintings may prevent their obtaining the situation 
they otherwise merit, and may even subject them to rejection. Vignette 
Drawings (including Chalk Portraits) may be sent with Mounts. 

No descriptive writing or printing to be exhibited beyond the author’s 
name, All other information to be given for the catalogue only. 

Pictures shall not be allowed to be taken down from the Walls to be 
photographed. 

All Works sent to the Royal Scottish Academy for Exhibition are sub- 
mitted to the approval or rejection of the Council], whose decision is final. 
Notice will be sent to Artists in the event of their Works being rejected. 

The Servants of the Academy are instructed not to receive any Works 
that obviously vary from the above Regulations. 

All Works of Art exhibited in the Royal Scottish Academy must be 
removed within three days from the close of the Exhibition. 

Works left beyond this period will be removed by the Agent 
of the Academy at the owner’s risk and expense. 

Purchasers of Works of Art in the Exhibition are requested to pay the 
Artist DIRECT,—the Academy not holding itself responsible for Sales. 

On the production of a written order from the Artist, or the Agent 
through whom they were sent to the Academy, they may be obtained at 
the time tixed for their delivery. 

Artists whose Works are accepted by the Council will receive a Season 
Ticket for the Exhibition, on applying personally to the Clerk, 

Artists who do not wish the Prices of their Works to be inserted in the 
printed Priced Catalogues are requested to intimate this in the letter 
accompanying their Works.
